it, Sam H. Thompson, newly elected 
president of the American Farm B u ­ 
reau Federation, declared today in 
an interview with the United Presa 
on the agricultural outlook for 1926.

prosperity,” 
Thompson 
snld. 
Agriculture is not receiving a fair 
share of the national income, he de­ 
clared. 
“ Riding out in th e country 
one sees unpainted buildings, w e a r­ 
ing down the capital plant and equip­ 
ment,” Thompson continued. 
“ T h a t 
means one thing — an unbalanced 
economic life. 
Over one-half of the 
farm sales in Illinois last year were 
forced sale. 
A similar report comes 
from Iowa. 
“ However, there 
has been some 
Improvement. 
There has been an 
increase in th e price of certain com­ 
modities. 
In some sections there 
has been quite a large increase over 
last year. 
“Tuklng the situation nationally, 
reports at Hie national heaflquAfTars 
of the farm bureau indicate th a t tho 
crop year from July, 1925, to June, 
1926, will show some slight improve­ 
ment over the past year. 
Our re ­ 
ports Indicate that the agricultural 
income in 25 states will show 
im ­ 
provement. 
Eleven states will be 
about the same as last year, while 
12 states will show a decrease over 
the past year.
